While we do not contend that either of the 
svstems suggested above are perfect, we will cer- 
tainly ntaintain their advantages over the pres- 
ent haphazard wav. Also, their simplicity is 
distinctly toward facilitation of operation. With 
the idea of constructive criticism, we 
1 suggest their future trial. 
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A NEW REGISTRATION SYSTEM 

Registration for the second semester again 
demonstrated the inefficiency of the system used 
for enrollment of students at the University. On 
one of the coldest days in the year many were 
forced to stand in line in the hitter temperature. 

Feeble efforts, such as the providing of bench- 
es for sitting clown while wailing, have been 
made to better the situation, but it is siill fraught 
with inefficiency. The situation is reminiscent 
if the corrnlini; of cattle; the "bundling" of them 
into the pen. 

When an evil continues for a number of years, 
many come to believe that nothing can l>c done 
about it. It grows, as a wart on a face, and be- 
comes a permanent fixture. So it is with regis- 
tration-students and faculty alike have com- 
plained of the situation for years, but with the 
feeling, "What's the use, we can't do anything 
■bout it." 

The Kernel believes that something can be 
done about it, despite the over-cynical attitude 
>f many in regard to conditions. To this end we 
offer two suggestions which we hope may lead 
to a betterment of the ever disconcerting situa- 
tion with regard to registration. 

The hist alternative is a registration alpha 
betically ai ranged. The group of students whose 
names run from A to I, for example, could reg- 
ister the morning of the first day of registration, 
I to P could register in the afternoon, P to 7. the 
morning of the second clay, and those who failed 
to register at the times specified could "take their
